Princess from Island of Luzon 


Is Now in Capital of France— 


Trial Marriages Are Found to Be Very Satisfactory— 
Tatioo Marks Represent Medals of Honor 


(By A, W. L'Amoureauy ) 
(international News Service) 

paris, Sept. 20—Perhaps for the 
first time in all the history of Europe, 
certainly never before in the history 
of France, has a Bontee princess been 
born within its territory, Among the 
most interesting natives of savage 
countries Who have ever visited France 
are those of the Bontee hills of the 
jsland of Luzon, the principal of all 
the Philippine Islands. The people 
who inhabit {hese hills are known 
as “head hunters” showing their prow- 
ess in war by the number of enemies’ 
heads that they can bring home, and 
receiving from the authorities of their 
tribes tattoo marks in recognition of 
their success, these tattoo marks be- 
ing, to their savage mind, the equiva- 
lent of the medals of honor displayed 
by fleld marshals, generals, and of- 
ficers of more civilized nations, 

The first of these peculiar people 
to visit the continent of Europe are 
the. Bontee Iggoreti, now on exhibi- 
tion at “Mexico City" in Paris, and 
to one of the women of this tribe a 
baby was born Jast Sunday. This baby 
is a product of the peculiar trial mar- 
riage system that prevails among these 
SAVAKCS, It is thelr custom to make 
a twelve months’ trial, of marriage as 
between man and woman who are at- 
tracted one to the other, and {if a 
baby is born the final ceremony is per- 
formed, and the marriage becomes {n- 
violable, There are now two such 
couples undergoing the trial marriage 
at the Bontee. village in Paris, and on 
Sunday last the experiment between a 
couple named Prince Dalason = and 
Princess Gayowan, respectively nine- 
teen and cighteen years of age, resulted 
in a birth, and in the trial marriage 
being contirmed to unite these two 
PhiLopinos in’ indissoluble bonds for 
the rest of their lives. 

The baby, while 
specimen of Tggoreti beauty, 
fortunately, stillborn, French physi-

Petersburg, Sey g 20.—Although 
ine “allure of the erops in Simbirsk, 
Kazan, and other eastern provinces of 
Ruropean Russia and the drought ip 
Western Siberia necessitate loans and 
relief work on a large seale and a 
cheek upon emigration, the resources 
of the treasury will not be much di- 
Ininished, nor will the estimate for 
1912 undergo appreciable restriction, 

Revenue Surplus. 

According to oiecial data the revenue 
returns for the first six months of the 
present year show an excess of $55,- 
500,000 over the estimates, Any ex- 
penditure which may be required over 
and above the total already sanctioned 
by parliament will be met out of this 
surplus. But even after due allow- 
ance for all contingencies the surplus 
al the end of 19414 will be at least 
$89,000,000. Added to the surpluse of 
$170,000,000 obtained last year, the 
free balance of the treasury next Jan- 
uary 1-14 will certainly exe ced $250,- 
000,000. 

Increased Expenditure, 

The budget for 1912 will resemble 
in its general lines the current budget, 
It will call for substantial increase of 
credits for extraordinary requirements:

The ordinary estimates will pro- 
vide for Increased expenditure on-—(14)

The ordinary budget for 1912 will 
show no deficit, and some excess of 
revenue above the estimates may. be 
counted upon, This excess will be 
devoted to extraordinary purposes, in- 
eluding the redemption of government 
punds to the amount of $50,000,000.

In Interesting Speech Potent: Official of Organization 
Urges Members to Pay More Attention to Labor Mat- 
ters—Should Have Representatives at Ottawa 


Something of the difleulties Uiat are 


the United States through the intro- 
duetion of modern methods of conereie 
and iron eonstruction of large build- 
ings, and with which the carpenters 
of Western Canadian cities are being 
brought face to face as the adoption uf 
modern construction in large buildings 
becomes more general was told to 
members of the Edmonton branch of 
thle United Brotherhood of carpenters 
and Joiners of America, who gather- 
ed last evening in Mechanics hail to lis- 
ten to the addres of Frank Duffy, gen- 
eral secretary of {he International Car- 
penter’s organization, who is spe oding 
a few days in the city after attending 
the Canadian Yrades and Labor con- 
gress in Calgary last week as a dele- 
gate from the American Federation of 
Labor. 

Mr. Duffy explained that the intro- 
duction of steel construction work in 
so many of the large buildings is re- 
sulting in a confusing overlapping of 
the various trades. Modern methods, 
supplying the demand for fire proof 
buildings demand that steel and iron be 
used in the construction of stairways 
and window and door frames as well 
as in the framework for the walls of 
the buildings. Thus the iron workers 
are claiming that the work of instal- 
ling these modern fittings should fall 
to them while some builders want to 
employ carpenters Who understand the 
details of installing the old wooden 
fittings. As a result of the situation 
disputes are arising which have been 
carried to the conventions of the Amer- 
ican federation of labor «od fought 
bitterly on the floor of che house. 
Questicns arising from these conditions 
are slated for discussion at the meet- 
ing of the American federation of labor 
at Atlanta, Georgia, in November, and 
the end is not yet. 

Carpenters Not Responsible. 

The speaker said. that these ques- 
tions are agitating the workinen of 
Chicago at the present time and work 
there isbeing held up as a result. “No 
one is to blame" he said, “The car- 
penters can not be held responsible, 
neither can the employers nor the 


members of the other trades affected 
It is a question with which the labor 
organizations must deal, Jt has arisen 
out of advance in methods among the 
builders and a way must be found by 
which the trades people ean adjust 
themselves to it satisfactorily to all 
concerned,” 

Mr, Duffy urged that more attention 
should be given to labor matters by 
members of various trade organiza- 
tions. He pointed out that to the car- 
penter, the painter or the bricklayer, 
his own trade organization meas much 
more to him than his fraternal society 
or politics, “It isthe trade unions that 
are actually assisting in the flght in 
which every craftsman is engaged, see 
bread and butter and the necessities of 
life,” he said, “If you consider the 
matter you will find that fraternal or- 
ganizations or the powerful political 
parties of the day ore doing 1itlla to 
assist the workman in this struggle, 
and for this reason the trade union 
vreetings should be attended and the 
matters brought up there poneilcied 
carefully even at the expenses of neg 
lecling the fraternal work or (he qu be 
tions that are agiuating Une pelitieal 
world,’ 

On Questions Political. 

Speaking of matters political, Mr. 
Duffy said that little was to be expect-

of apprenticeship on the actual work, 

Appeals for Organization. 

Mr. Duffy's address was closed with 
an appeal for organization in whieh he 
pointed out that the modern tendency 
amnoa gll classes, even among the pro- 
fessions, jg to organize. He spoke of 
the organizations of the doctors, law- 
yers, dentists and undertakers and re- 
ferred to the examining professors in 
the colleges from which they graduate 
to enter into professional life as the 
walking delegates who hand out their

He declared that it 
made no difference whether or not 
union men were able to secure an 
agreement from their employers, They 
should go quietly to work until the em- 
ployers attempted to introduce con- 
ditions that were contrary to union 
rules, He spoke of a case now pend- 
ing in New York where two large and 
well-known construction companies, 
Noreross brothers and the Fuller eon- 
struction company, are being prosecut-

Military Ideas to be 
Taught in the Schools 


Inception of the Idea Due to Emperor Himself, Who Gained 
His Inspiration from Reading Books on Boy 
Scouts Some Years Ago 


(Qlobe Cable Service) 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 20.—Russia is 
busy with a scheme for introducing 
Into the elementary schools, Which are 
all state schoals or church schools, 
some syste of primary teaching im 
military ideals and military drill, The 
inception of this scheme js due to the 
initiative of the Emperor himself, who 
some years ago read General Baden- 
Powell's books on the Boy Scouts, and 
corresponded with the distinguished 
originator of that movement. Acting 
on a hint frone the Emperor, the Rus- 
sian War Office and other Govern- 
ment departinents concerned are en- 
gaged in elaborating a scheme suit- 
able to Russia, and probably a bill em- 
bodying the result of their labors will 
shortly be introduced In the Duma, 

As it stands at present there are 
not many traces left of anything which 
a perusal of General Baden-PoweH's 
ideas on boy training can have sug- 
wested to any Russian reader, he 
War Office has preferred to go hack 
to that glorious period of Russia's his- 
tory connected with, Peter the reat, 
As a boy, Peter the Great, residing at 
a village near Moscow then and still 
known as “Prebrazhenskoe,”  organ-

The Emperor Paul likewise 
had a company of “play troops" at 
Gachina in his boyhood. Then the 
movement fell into olivion, until the 
suggestion of the present Emperor ve- 
called its possibilities of development. 

What the war office and the edu- 
cational department propose 1s to ate 
tach to every elementary school a time- 
expired army non-commisioner officer 
of satisfactory character in the capa- 
city of the “drill sergeant.’ It Js not 
proposed to arm the boys with any 
weapons, 60 that no approach to a 
cadet corps is intended; but military 
marching and simple evolutions, drill 
and physical exercises as practiced In

TRAOUGHOUT WOR 


U. S. GOVERNMENT BULLETIN 


SHOWS PROSPECTS IN ALL 
COUNTRIES 


(Special to tho Capital.) 
Washington, D, €., Sept. 20.—Con- 
ditions of the important foreign crops, 
as reported lo the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, were an- 
nounced today as follows: 

In Western Canada the greatest por- 
tion oF 9,500,000 acres of wheat had 
been cut by early September. Har- 
vesting operations have been cone -ct- 
ed under generally favorite conditions, 
Commercial estinates range between 
150,000,000 and 185,000,000 bushels. 

Western and North Ceatral Europe 
suffered from an almost unprecendent- 
ed lack of moisture. On winter cer- 
eals the effects were almost every- 
Where beneficial. Quantitatively, the 
aggregate wheat yield of the Western 
and North Central Europe countries, 
omitting Russia, is known to largely 
exceed that of the preceding year, Rye 
shows some shortage in volume, oats 


‘yis heavily deficient, and only a very 


moderate yield of corn is expected, 

In South Central Europe the small 
cereals, though not so abundant as las! 
year, have given better than average 
quantities, The corn promises well, 

In Russia the yield in both wheat 
and rye probably wil be much smaller 
than in either of ‘he past two years 
No trustworthy estimate of the exaet 
deficiency, however, can be had until 
the publication of the offeial figures. 
The wheat shortage is attributed chief- 
ly to a disastrous crop failure in South- 
eastern Russia and Western Siberia, 
Confirmation of the calamity is found 
in a report that the Russian govern- 
ment has brought large quantities of 
rye and Wheat for the relief of the 
unfortunate districts. Barley prom- 
ises a good crop, and for corn a boun- 
liful yield is assured. 

In the Southern hemisphere the 
growing crops are entering upon the 
Nrst month of trans-equatorial epring 
In Argentina general rains throughout 
thea grain belt have strenathened the 
outlook for future harvest. The areas 
under flax seed and oats are 4 per 
cent., 2 per cent. and 142 per cent, re- 
spectively larger than last year, mak- 
ing record acreages, Given favorabie 
cougstions, a good wheat erop in Chili 
seems assured. 

Australian wheat acreage is said to 
show a slight increase, with prospects 
for a favorable crop. 

In British India conditions have im- 
proved, but rain is stil] lacking in soine 
districts, An oficial report upon the 
acreage planted in cotton in 1914-12, in 
districts which usually have 175 per 
cent. of the total estimates, the area 
is 11,460,000 acres against 12,215,000 
acres in the same territory last year,

Edmontons future gas supply again 
engaged the attention of the council 


for a few minutes Jas evening. hTe 
question was brought: up by GC. GC. 


McCaul, K. C., and W. H. Pearson of 
the Uinyersal Gas Company of 'Toron- 
to, who requested that the council 
come to an early decision. 

After laying before the council sta- 
tisties of the relative cost and effic- 
ieney of coal gas, and the mixed gas 
which the company propose to supply, 
according to which he contended, an 


immense saving would acerne to the| 


city by the adoption of the company’s 
scheme, Mr. MeCaul asked that the 
proposals of his elient be definitedly 
aceepled, wilh the neeessary reserva- 
tion that if may be abandoned in favor. 
of, a municipal owned plant, and the 
additional reservation that the people 
must be the final arbiters. 

In support of his contentions-as_ to 
the superior merits of the Universal 
Gas company’s proposals, Mr. McCaul 
dwelt at length upon the statistics con- 
tained dia letter to Mayor Armstrong 
from Professor A. Lehmann. of the 
University of Alberta, Professor Leh- 
mann had been requested to make an 
analysis of the mixture of coal and 
gas and “blue” gas which the com- 
pany propose to supply at the mains, 
He reported that this mixture which 
the company are willing to sell for 90 
cents a 1,000 cubic foot, would be 
cheaper for illuminating purposes, or 
in other words avould emit. greater 
amount of haht energy for tie same 
cost to the consumer, than coal gas 
al sf. 65 per 1,000. Even if the price 


of $1.05. per thous: und were paid for} 
the mixed gas, more illuminative en- | 


ergy could be obtained per dollar than 
could be obtained from. coal gas ef a 
calorific vaule of 620 cents per B. 'T. 
U. 

Professor Lehmann's report stated 
that the mixed gas has a further ad- 
vantage in that it requires a snailer 
supply of air to ensure ils complete 
combustion. 

“Perhaps I. might be permitted to 
suggest,” said the writer conclusion,” 
that the manufacturer of the gas in 
question ought to supply you with a 
statement of the calorific. value of his 
gas determined by actual experiment 
and not simply calculated from other 
analytical data and should in addition 
guarantee that the gas he supplies will 
amount below that figure,"' 

The guarantee, said Mr. McCaul, the 
company were prepared to give, Pro- 
fessor Lehmann's report upon his an- 
alysis of the gas spoke for itself. 

The council decided to leave the re- 
port upon the table until such time as 
Professor Lehmann can appear before 
them in parker

JUDGMENT DELIVERED 
BY THE SUPREME COURT 
Decision of Mr. Justice Simmons With 


Respect to Land Deal ts 
Reversed 


The appeal of William J. MeNamara 
and David MeFarlane against a decision 
of Mr. Justice Simmons awarding the |
